As traffic con- 
gestion increases, street cars will 
move slower and cost more to 
operate until service will be so 
slow and its cost so high that 
subways which move rapidly and 
hence at lower cost must be 
bullt.

The city, un- 
der a proper plan, can have mod- 
ern rapid transit, with little or 
no reference to existing surface 
lines, at a fare no higher ané

ficate system of betting on races te 
be within the law, is being pre- 
pared by Attorn<«: General Gentry. 

Gentry said he might file the 
motion today or tomorrow. He ée- 
clined to disclose the grounds for 
his motion. 

The test case grew out of the ar- 
rest of a man at a St. Joseph (Mo.) 
track for accept’ a wager under 
the certificate system. He was 
charged with violatine the statute 


against bookmaking and pool sell- 
ing. The Supreme Court ruled the 


certificate system did not violate 
the statute, and crdered the man 
discharged on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 


At the original hearing Gentry 
contended the certificate plan vio- 
lated the statute in question. Iie 
also argued the defendant should 
have been tried in the lower 
courts, instead of having the mer- 
its of the case passed upon by the 
Supreme Court. 


Unless a motion for rehearing Is 
filed, the Supreme Court's mandate 
becomes effective Aug. 4, and the 
decision will be binding on all Mis- 
souri Courts. If a motion is filed. 
it cannot be considered by the 8Svu- 
preme Court en banc for some 
time, probably next September, 
and the mandate will be suspend- 
ed uptil then.

THE SKIES OF TOMORROW 


A Survey of the Present and Future 
of Aviation

CHAPTER 1, _ 

A New Era in Aviation. 
HE streak which Col, Charles A. 
T uindveren cut through the sky 
on his New York-to-Paris hop 
is the broad base of a new era in 
aviation. I say this not because 
Col. Lindbergh’s remarkable ac- 
complishment portends any change 
in the scientific basis of aviation, 
but because it has excited a tre- 
mendous and, I believe, lasting. 

popular interest in flying. 

With this siartling and couraze- 
ous achievement he - became not 


only a world hero, an ambassador 
| from America to Europe, but mo e 


important still, from the point of 
view of the development of flying, 
he became aviation’s ambassador ts 
the world. 

Recent trans-oceanic flights have 


' 
opened the eyes of the man in the 


street not only to the tremendous 
strides which have beef” made in 
aviation, but also to the possibili- 
ties of the future. And of this 
popular interest there has been 
sreat need; because the develop- 
ment of flying must depend not 
merely upon the activities of a few 
pioneers, but upo the whole- 
hearted desires of the people. 
Effect of Public Demand, 


In the early days of the raliroad, 
the screeching locomotives were 
called monsters of hell which 
should be banned by law because 
of their ever-present threat to life. 
The first passengers were foolhardy 
heroes, and even after several years 
the man who took a journey Cc a 
train was considered as taking his 
life in his own hands, and his fam- 
ily could not rest in peace until 
they had learned of his safe arri- 
val. But after a while people be- 
came accustomed to steam travel, 
and there was an ever-increasing 
demand for the rapid transporta- 
tion which the railroads afford 1. 

The same was true of the auto- 
mobile in the days when each ma- 
chine was preceded by a man bear- 
ing a red flag to warn of the ap- 
proach of one of these “modern 
juggernauts.” But the automobile 
developed because of popular de- 
mand for speedy transportation. At 
first the horseless carriage was not 
always speedy, for often it had to 
forego its horselessness and sub- 
mit to being dragged home by a 
good team after a breakdown on 
the road. But automobile owners 
of a couple of decades ago just 
cussed their machines and hoped. 
and demanded better ones. They 
got them. While engineers worked 
in the laboratories, factories were 
busily incorporating new improve- 
ments under the stress of commer- 
cial competition. But if the auto- 
mobile had remained merely a toy, 
a freak, it would have been little 
better today than it was two dec- 
ades ago. Popular demand and 
commercial competition to meet 
that demand have made it what it 
is today. 

Flying has barely entered upon 
the stage of popular demand; but 
recent spectacular flights have 
thrust themselves into the. air- 
consciousness of millions of peo- 
ple, and it will tend to create a pub- 
lic demand for flying and owning 
aircraft. Of course, that demand 
will not be great at first, but it will 
grow—of that I am confident—and 
it will not be many years before 
the building of aircraft will be a 
stable and growing industry, de- 
pendent not merely upon a few or- 
ders here and there, but upon a 
widespread public demand. 

More “Thrill Rides’ Forecast. 

I have not been in touch recent- 
ly with that phase of aviation 
which specializes in carrying pas- 
sengers on short trips “just for a 
ride,”’ but I believe that since Col. 
Lindbergh's remarkable’ exploit 
there must have been a great in- 
crease in those “thrill rides.’”’ And 
each passenger probably, _ sitting 
low in the passenger pit with head 
encased in leather helmet, imag- 
ines he is Lindbergh, splitting the 
air to Paris. 

Many of these passengers a few 
years hence will own planes and 
fly them for pleasure or business. 
Right now they are saying to 
themselves. “Well, if Lindy got 
through to Paris, it ought to be 
safe enough for me to jog around 
a little in the air." 


The public is just beginning to 
realize that the airplane is a safe 
means of transportation. It has 
taken more than two decades to 
achieve that safety, but at last it 
is here. Perhaps the most_ re- 
markable advance that has been 
made in recent years is the per- 
fection of airplane engines. The 
Wright engine that has figured so 
gloriously in the trans-Atlantic 
flights is a manifestation of the 
perfection. These engines on these 
flights ran without a falter and 
without the slightest attention from 
without. 

Safe Now As Autos. 

Today, the average man can pi- 
lot his own plane with as great a 
degree of safety as he can drive 
his automobile. In either he can 
commit itnvouuntary suleide, He 
can plunge his plane around in all 
sorts of antics and _ probably 
achieve death. Likewise he can 
take a curve in his automobile at 
60 miles an hour and achieve the 
Same result. But if he is that sort 
of man, there’s no need of wasting 
money on either plane or automo- 
bile; a pistol or poison would be 
just as effective, and leave a larg- 
er amount for a suitable tomb- 
stone. Of course, I speak of the 
average plane-owner-pilot, and not 
of those brave fellows who delib- 
erately risk their lives in tests and 
experiments for the development 
of aviation, 


The man who owns a plane and 
uses it for pleasure or for the pur- 
pose of getting from one place .o 
another in a short time, can be :]. 
most as sure of reaching his desti- 
nation as his friend who goes by 
automobile. This is not merely my 
opinion. Later in these articles [ 
will cite proof. Perhaps you are 
surprised, for ,ou-read every few 
days of fatal or serious airplane 
accidents. True; pecause safe air- 
plane travel is so common that it is 
not news. And flying is still con- 
Sidered so freakish that every mi- 
nor accident connected with it is 
news. Unfortunately, the news re- 
ports do not show how many of 
these accidents are due simply to 
lack of proper precaution. For 
there are pilots who will take un- 
necessary risks, just as there are 
motorists who try to beat a train to 
a crossing. 

In addition, many unavoidable 
accidents occur in the army and 
navy services that must be expect- 
ed in the development of these 
fighting arms, where safety must 
be sacrificed to other considera- 
tions. 

On Way to’ Development, 

Of course, I do not mean to con. 
vey the impression that the air- 
plane has reached its final stage ox 
development. It has merely cut 1 
little nick into its future, 


People ask me how long it will 
be before the air is so cluttered 
with aircraft that aerial cops will 
be needed to direct traffic and give 
“tickets” to offending pilots. Or 
how long it will be before a flying 
machine can remain stationary in 
the air, so that a breakdown won’: 
force the occupants to “get out 
and walk.” The questioners often 
ask jokingly; but we who have 
watched the progress of aviation 
know that the word impossible is 
not what it used to be. 

I believe very few of the generai 
public have any inkling either of 
the present status of aviation or ‘ts 
possibilities for the future. Many 
problems have been solved; bu. 
many remain yet to be solved. In 
this series of articles I shall try to 
explain what this endowment with 
wings means to all of us. 


Desire of All Ages. 

Through all the ages, even be- 
fore history began, mankind has 
been wanting to fly. And now 
within our own lifetime man has 
acquired that ability. 

When, not quite 25 years ago, the 
crude machine built by the Wrighi 
brothers flew through the air for a 
few seconds, th. future of the 
world took a new turn in the road. 
How far have we traveled along 
that road? How far can we trav- 
el? What is next?

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NEW PNEUMATIC 
COMPASS DESIGNED 
FOR OCEAN FLYERS 
German Pilots Will Test Non- 


Magnetic Device in Cross- 
ing to U. S. 


By the Assoviated Press. 

BERLIN, July 29.—A new pne.- 
matic telecompass, which is said to 
enable an airman to keep his course 
mechanically, will be used for the 
first time by the three German 
pilots who are planning flights to 
America. 

The pneumatic compasses have 
been constructed by the Askania 
works of Friedenau, a suburb of 
Berlin. They will be installed in 
the Caspar biplane, in which Otto 
Koennecke and Count Solms-Lau- 
bach hope to reach the United 
States, and in the two junkers 
W-33 monoplanes, which will be 
piloted by Johann’ Risticz and 
Friederich Loose. 

Herr Moeller, in charge of the 
compass division of the Askania 
works, explained the working of 
the new compass. “Our new com- 
pass, like induction compaéses, is 
a spirit compass. Instead of being 
worked with the aid of electric 
currents, as were Chamberlins 
and Byrd's compasses, our new tele. 
compass is worked pneumatically." 

The equipment consists of three 
parts—the compass itself, which 
gives the direction; the course in- 
dicator and the course setter. The 
compass proper re).iains out of 
sight of the pilot. It is fitted in the 
stern of the cockpit, where the ef- 
fect of magnetic influences is at 
the minimum. Compensation, 
therefore, becomes unnecessary. 

“The course indicator is fiz::ed in 
front of the pilot, thereby facilitat- 
ing navigation considerably. The 
course-setting dial is installeqd near 
the pilot’s seat and is plainly visi- 
ble.”’

DOUBTS THEIR GUILT,

Gov. Fuller Hears Argu- 
ment by W. G. Thomp- 
the 


son Counsel for 
Convicted Men.

BOSTON, July 29.—Gov. Alvan 
T. Fuller today heard final argu- 
ments in behalf of clemency for 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti, under sentence of death for 
murder. While he was closeted 
with William G. Thompson, chief 
counsel for the two men, and Her- 
bert B. Ehrman, assistant counsel, 
a telegram arrived at his office 
from Mrs. Sarah Beaderdelli, widow 
of Alessandro Berardelli, asking 


that the two men, convicted of 
Slaying her husband and another 
man, be set free. 

Mrs. Berardelli’s telegram said 
she had “always doubted that Sac- 
co and Vanzetti were guilty’’, that 
She “‘would be sorry to have two 
innocent men put to death,” and 
that she hoped the Governor would 
“free them and let them go home 
to their families.” 

Berardelli was acting as guard 
for Frederick A. Parmenter, pay- 
master for a South Braintree shoe 
factory, when the two were shot 
down at the door of the factory, 
April 15, 1920, by robbers who 
escaped with the payroll. 

Thompson and Ehrmann inter- 
rupted their final arguments for 
lunch at 1 o’clock and resumed 
them in the afternoon. 

Before Thompson went back in- 
to the governor's office this after- 
noon he said that so far he had 
centered his argument almost en- 
tirely on the question of the inno- 
cence of Sacco and Vanzetti, with 
some attention to allegations that 
they had received an unfair trial. 

In the meantime, the condemned 
men carried on their hunger strike 
at State prison, which today en- 
tered its thirteenth day. 

The Governor is completing his 
own inveStigation of the case. His 
special advisory committee is be- 
lieved to have concluded an inde- 
pendent inquiry. 

The Street Commissioners voted 
yesterday to permit no street pa- 
rade in the interest of the con- 
demned men Sunday afternoon. 
Several weeks ago the board re- 
fused to permit a aelmilar parade. 

Fourteen persons today  peti- 
tioned the Governor, in event he 
does not set Sacco and Vanzetti 
free, to bring them to trial as per- 
jurers since they have offered ali- 
bis for the condemned men, plac- 
ing them elsewhere at the time of 
the murder. The signers were 
nearly all interviewed by the Gbdv- 
ernor in the course of his investi- 
gation. These were not under oath 
at that time but most of them had 
previously testified in court, 


Fuller Wires for Moore Who De- 
fended Sacco and Vanzetti. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

BOSTON, July 29.—Hopes of the 
partisans of the Sacco-Vanzetti de- 
fense were somewhat revived to- 
day by the, news that Governor 
Fuller had telegraphed for Fred H. 
Moore, former defense counsel, to 
come to Boston immediately. Moore 
was ruined by the collapse of the 
defense and has been working as 
a book canvasser in Los Angeles. 
He is on his way to Boston. Mem- 
bers of the defense committee say 
he can clear up important details. 

Four leading Boston clubs have 
forbidden discussion of the case on 
their premises, so sharp has been 
the dissension raised by the end- 
less arguments. 

At the beginning the case had 
the familiar aspects of the usual 
encounter of radical and anti-rad- 
ical, but its developments have al- 
most obliterated those elementary 
lines of cleavage. There are Back 
Bay dowagers who are _ stanch 
partisans of Sacco and Vanzettl; 
there are labor partisans who 
maintain that they have been just- 
ly convicted. 

Sacco was a uon-union shoe 
worker. While the Central Labor 
Council of Boston has joined in a 
petition for a rehearing its par- 
ticipation in the defense is said to 
have been perfunctory. Outside of 
the energetic money-getting cam- 
paign of the defense, it is apparent 
that the most articulate and effec- 
tive: agitation for reheaiing has 
been led by members of the intel- 
lectual aristocracy of Boston. They 
maintain that the traditional sanc- 
tities of American jurisprudence 
are threatened by the doubt which 
has been thrown over the trial and 
at the same time they emphatically 
deny any sympathy with the views 
of Sacco and Vanzettl.

The opposition was voiced by 
Coufhhicilman Gilzean, Laborite, who 
said Lauder presented to audiences 
a type of Scotsman not found in 
the Heavens above, on the ground 
beneath or in the waters under the 
earth. 

“If that type of Scotsman entered 
their midst in the flesh, they would 
at once pack the fellow off to an 
asylum,” declared Gilzean. 

Councilman Crawford said that 
no man had done more to bring 
Scottish songs into contempt than 
had Lauder. Crawford asserted Sir 
Harry was a “tory propagandist 
who had denounced trade unions 
and had characterized the unem- 
ployed as ‘work-shys’.” Further, 
said the councilman, Lauder had 
degraded Scottish song and folk 
lore in the eyes of the world.

Huge Gibson, chief American 
delegate, told the British and Jap- 
anese plenipotentiaries yesterday 
he was convinced that the latest 
British plan was entirely unac- 
ceptable. He added, however, that 
he would transmit the text to 
Washington. 

The Japanese delegation author- 
ized the Associated Press tonight 
to deny the report which has been 
circulating abroad that the Jap- 
anese will mediate officlally be- 
tween Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States. A spokesman for Ad- 
miral Saito said that the Japanes> 
deemed the issue between the Brit- 
ish and Amrican delegations of too 
delicate a nature to justify inter- 
vntion, because the issue was one 
of principle and not of technicall- 
ties.

Problem of Principle. 

The Japanese spokesman added 
that if the difficulty between the 
British and the Americans was 
one concerning a difference in to- 
ta] tonnage or in the given num- 
ber of warships in any particular 
class, the Japanese might see their 
way to offer their services to me- 
diate with some reasonable hope 
of success. He could not see the 
way clear for mediation, however. 
when there is a problem of princl- 
ple due to the American oppost- 
tion to the six-inch-gun cruiser 
and to America’s desire to main- 
tain freedom concerning the con- 
struction of eight-inch-gun sed- 
ondary cruisers.

“Easily 80 
per cent of the people of Nicaragua are against the 
present Government,” says Senator Borah, “They 
believed its officials gained control through revolu- 
tion and by the aid of foreign interests and are now 
being maintained by foreign Powers. They do not 
believe that its officials represent the Nicaraguan 
people or their interests but represent the foreign 
interests and exploiters. So long as we seek to foist 
that kind of a government upon the Nicaraguan peo- 
ple there will be violence and bloodshed, and no com- 
bination can prevent it. We may call all those who 
oppose the program ‘bandits,’ but the people of Nic- 
aragua and Central America look upon them as 
patriots and heroes.” 

So much for authoritative confirmation of every- 
thing that the Post-Dispatch, as well as every other 
publication in the United States which has not hand- 
ed its soul over utterly to the almighty dollar, has 
said. It is the sheerest sophistry for Mr. Kellogg to 
attempt the assurance that things will be better as 
soon as the Nicaraguans have an election. Senator 
sorah, who knows the situation fully as well as 
Mr. Kellogg does, says: “The feeling is already pre- 
vailing that the present Government is so manipulat- 
ing things that the coming election will be a fraud 
and that the people of Nicaragua will have no real 
chance to express their view.

These tendencies toward subserviency on the part 
of the press and toward a press dictatorship on the 
part of the Chief Executive are manifestly of the 
gravest danger, and in again directing attention to 
them, in an article fortified with citations of chapter 
and verse, the Atlantic Monthly writer has done a 
public service. 

The Post-Dispatch agrees, however, with the 


Springfield Republican, that in stressing the first 
of his propositions—the supineness of the press— 
the writer has painted the picture a little too black. 
A considerable number of newspapers, including some 
which theretofore had regularly eaten out of the 
President’s hand, made known their whole-hearted 
disagreement with the astonishing dictum, laid down 
by Mr. Coolidge in his United Press speech at New 
York, that the newspapers should meekly indorse 
whatever foreign policy he and Mr. Kellogg might 
promulgate. The resentment of the press, it is true, 
was not so widespread as it should have been, but it 
represented a heartening improvement over previous 
conditions. 

It should also be set down on the right side of the 
ledger that the pressure of public opinion, as exert- 
ed through a section of the press, was the main fac- 
tor in compelling the administration to change its 
saber-rattling policy toward Mexico. For this state- 


‘ment we have the authority of Senator Borah, whose 
opposition to war-preyveking gestures in our rela- 
tions with Mexico helped to give similarly minded 
newspapers their opportunity. 

More recently, as the Post-Dispatch has shown in 

its reprint columns, many newspapers of various 
shades of political and economic opinion have joined 
in denouncing the administration’s course in Nica- 
ragua. 
A large portion of the press, as the Atlantic Month- 
ly writer says, has been “anesthetized by prosperity 
and tax reduction,” but some of it, at least, is wake- 
fully on guard. The response to the Ocotal massacre 
leads to the belief that this minority section is grow- 
ing, both in numbers and vigor.

THE THIRD TERM DEBATE

WILLIAM BENNETT MUNRO in The

HOSE who are bestirring themselves 


to get the country excited about the 
third term apparition must be grievously 
disappointed by the faintness of the popu- 
lar response thus far. If the people as a 
whole are going to become wrought up 
over the possibility that a President may 
get nine years in office instead of eight, 
they are giving no sjgn of it. This, it 
seems to me, is a tribute to their good 
sense. The average American citizen is 
a realist. He has seen a dozen old political 
traditions thrown away during the past 25 
years with no resulting damage to the 
foundations of the Republic. He is becom- 
ing bogey-proof in politics. No longer is 
it possible to work up a national hysteria by 
trotting from ‘the darkness gome ghost of 
the past.

And in any event this (the third-term) 
tradition is none too well grounded. his- 
torically. Washington is said to have start- 
ed it by warning the nation, in his “Fare- 
well Address,” against the danger of leav- 
ing a Presidenr in office too long. But the 
“Farewell Address” contains no word of 
admonition against third presidential terms. 
as any one who reads it will readily dis- 
cover. Washington's declination of a third 
term was explicitly based upon “the in- 
creasing weight of years” and other per- 
sonal reasons, not upon any grounds of po- 
litical principle. This address, moreover, 
was drafted by Alexander Hamilton, whose 
aversion to placing any limitation on pres- 
idential terms is beyond controversy. It 
is true that Jefferson, in 1808, refused a 
third nomination. Ostensibly he. did this 
as a matter of principle, but h! principles 
did not prevent him from picking Madison 
as his successor and thus making certain 
that Jeffersonianism would re:..ain supreme 
for a third term. . Roosevelt, just a hun- 
dred years later, did lip-service t. the same 
principle while endeavoring to make sure 
that “My Polictes’’ would be continued,— 
but unhappily his Madison did not prove 
sound in the faith. As for Grant, he would 
unquestionably have grasped a third term 
if it had come within his reach: and this 
notwithstanding the fact that a breach of 
the tradition, if objectionable at all, would 
be doubly so in the case of a war hero. 
From Caesar to Pilsudski, through the long 
line of Cromwells and Bonapartes, it is the 
warrior in politics whose coups d'etat are 
to be feared, as all history attests. * * ©

There are times when it is not advisable 
to give any mana third term as chief cx- 
ecutive in a republican state. Rotation in 
Office ought to be encouraged |. republics 
during the early stages of their history, 
lest a contrary tradition become established 
before the people acquire full confidence 
in their power. Likewise ther are men 
who, by reason of imperious temperament 
or lust for power, should iot be suffered 
to remain in high office for any long pe- 
riod of time.

HE third term tradition is based on. 


the fear that a man in office will per- 
petuate his hold upon that office. This 
is a fear which has haunted republics. It 
is derived from the experience of republics 
in the past. Sooner or later, under the 
stress of a crisis, or through the indiffer- 
ence and corruption of their citizenry, re- 
publics have almost invariacly transformed 
themselves into dictatorships of one kind 
or another. It is open to any one to argue 
that nothing of that sort could happen to 
the United States. Perhaps not. We were 
all brought up to believe that we could 
never have a sharp religious dispute. We 
have one. We were brought up to be- 
lieve that we had no vital politi.al con- 
nection with Europe. We have recently 
buried fifty thousand American soldiers 
in France. We were taught when we were 
young that we could never assume the 
cares of an empire. We have an empire 
in the making. We were taught, in short, 
that this was a New World whic... somehow 
was magically sheltered against the ancient 
experiences of the race. We are rapidly 
discovering to our amazement that we are 
not a race apart and that we must repeat, 
perhaps in new forms, the oldest political 
experiences of mankind. Who then can 
guarantee that a dictator~hip is impossible 
in America? Who can argue thut it is safe 
to relax that vigilance whicl is the price 
of liberty?

I know full well that it is comical to 
think of Calvin Coolidge as a dictator. I 
am not in the least ufraid that Calvin 
Coolidge will make himself a dictator. But 
I am in some measure apprehensive of the 
consequences of allowing a mild man to 
break a tradition which, once it is broken, 
can not easily be restored. If we break 
the tradition in order to re-elect Mr. Cool- 
idge, what shall we do to restrain 
the ambition of some really vivid and im- 
portant but impetuous person who may 


succeed him?

One of the clear advantages of the third 
term tradition has been that it has pre- 
vented any man in the White House from 


capturing his own party permanently 
and by that means thwarting the rise 
of other men eligible for high office. 
This to my mind is the most com- 


pelling reason for preserving the tradi- 
tion. Grant that the emergence of a Mus- 
solini is improbable. Grant that the elec- 
torate is shrewd enough to defeat a too 
ambitious man. Still I should argue that 
in a republic which depends upon the re- 
cruiting of talent, it would be a very bad 
thing to allow any man to dominate either 
of the two parties for an indefinite period 
of time. I do not think I am imagining 
vain things when I argue that persona! 
political machines are undesfrable, that the 
long domination of any one man would dis- 
courage the rise of new men. Allow a 
President to serve three or four terms— 
that is, for 12 or 16 years—and no man in 
his party who was 60 years of age when 
the series of terms began could reasonably 


hope to be President.
